‘COMMISSIONER FRANCIS. 


-He Surrenders Himself in the 
Criminal Court, 


And Gives a Bond for His Ap- 
pearance 


To Apswer the Indictment Prefer- 
red Against Him. 


A Copy of the True Bill Filed by the 
Grand Jury. 


Health Commissioner Francis was the first 
man to arrive at the Four Courts this morning. 
He was accompanied by General John.D. Ste- 
venson, bisattorney. As soon asthe office of 
the Clerk of the Court of Criminal Correction 
was opened, he entered, sought ont Deputy 
Wm. L. Fitzgerald, and stated that 
he had come in to. surrender himself, 
-on the indictment found by the grand jury 
charging him with corruption, oppression and 
misdemeanor in office. The bond was made a 

ersonal one, fixed at $200, and Mr. Francis 

eased on his own recognizance to appear in 
jourt of Criminal Correction on next Mon- 
Mr. Francis took the matter very coolly, 
and stated fo the Post-DISPATCH representa- 
tive that, but for ill-health, he would have 
appeared and given bond onthe day the in- 
‘dictment was returned. When the subject of 
the grand jury’s actions inthe premises was 
broached he declined to speak of it further 
than that he would be on haad when wanted, 
and left the building to returntothe Health 
Department. 


The Indictment.

A member ofthe present city government, 
apropos of the ordinance authorizing the iso- 
lution of bouses where fever occurs, und are- 
tusal to permit the ingress or egress of friends, 
stated that it never would have been adopted 
had he been inthe city, and thatthe man who 
suggested it should be the ininace of a lunatic 
asylum. He stated, in this connection, that if 
contagion could be carried from house to house 
in clothing, physicians would become 
public pests, and that believers in the theory 
of contagion wouid annihilate them all.

GRANITE PAVEMENT. 

Street Commissioner Turner has unoffi- 
cially expressed himself as in favor of gran- 
ite pavement for streets, and, from his re- 
cent action in recommending a granite 
pavement for Gratiot street, it is to be in- 
ferred that he is in favor of granite at all 
times and under all circumstances, without 
regard to the necessities of traffic, the 
wishes of property-holders, the value of the 
property, or its ability to bear the cost of 
the improvement. 

Mr. Turner urges that granite, though 
more expensive at the start, is cheaper in 
the end, because it costs so much less for 
repairs. Even if we admit that this is true, 
it does not cover the whole question. A 
four-story stone front may be a more profit- 
able investment in the end than a modest 
two-story brick, but notif the neighborhood 
does not call for four-story stone fronts, 
and, even if it does, if the property-owner 
has not money enough to pay for it, he 
must content himself with brick, and the 
same rules of common sense apply to all 
other improvements.

The 
complaint of merchants against railroads is 
just as natural and just as chronic asthe com- 
plaint ot farmers about the weather. It is 
supposed to betrue by political economists, 
statesmen and financiers,that there is a sched- 
ule ot freight charges upon which the mer- 
chantsand the railroads could agree which 
would be just to both and yield 
to both, other things being equal, a fair and le- 
gitimate profit. If this schedule of freight 
charges has ever been discovéred, it has never 
been adhered to very long ata time, and there 
has been, in consequence, anunceasing quar- 
rel. It would appear that freight charges on a 
railroad should have some sort of regularity 
and system, but those things are un- 
known in these latter days. St. 
Louis merchants have long 
felt that they were not dealt fairly with bv the 
railroads, not only in 1e@ way of freight 
charges, but in the promptness of shipments 
and inthe matter of general courtesy. Some 
of these complaints may be tounded upon pro- 
per grounds. It would certainly be very 
strange ifthey were not. One of the charges 
most trequently made against the railroads is 
that St. Louis is discriminated against in 
favor of Chicago. The reason why it is sup- 
posed there is some justnessinthis accusation 
isthat Chicago merchants have never been 
knowb to complain otf their railroads discrimi- 
nating against them in favor of St. Louis. These 
complaints here have broken out afresh toa 
certain extent, and a reporter has been around 
among some of the heaviest shippers to get the 
bottom facts. All the complaints may 
be grouped under threé heads. 

COMPLAINT NO. 1 

is that Chicago merchants receive favors from 
the railroads in the way ot passes, while St. 
Louis merchants do not. It is said that the 
large whoiesale houses of Chicago trequently 
have from ten to fifty passes in their posses- 
sion, which they send to dealers throughout 
the country as a bait to induce them to come 
to Chicago to purchase their goods. 

Itis a known fact that the country has been 
flooded with passes on railroads sent out by 
Chicago houses, butit is not known how the 
Itis supposed that they 
are furnished by the railroads on condition 
that shipments are given them, but the rail- 
roads themselves say the merchants pay for the 
passes. However this may . be, the 
passes are issued all the same 
und to every part of the 
country. Some time sgo there was quite a row 
created over the salc of a lot of passes sent by 
a Chicugo house to some merchants in Kansas. 
It seems that the hansas men got a large num- 
ber of passes to induce them to go to Chicago, 
and as they did not want to go,they turned the 
passes to a good account by selling them. This 
made the railroads hopping mad. The 
pass business has not been indulged 
in at St. Louis to any great extent because rail- 
roads here are not willing to make any consid- 
erable sacrifice inthat wey. There are some 
passes granted by railroads to merchants here, 
but nothing like the vast cuantity that is show- 
ered down in Chicago. Chicago has tried to 
bribe everv man who deals here with pass3es, 
and draw bim away into her 
own wickea ways. The effect has 
been considerable. Merchants here are 
now constantly receiving letters from their 
customers asking tor passes on which to come 
to St. Louis and return totheirhomes. Many 
of them sav the same tavor has been proposed 
by some Chicago house. ‘They write a letter 
somewhat after this style:

GENTLEMEN—I want tolay in my fall stock 
during the month of August, and I expect to 
come to your city to buy mv goods. 1 would 
be glad, however, if you could send me passes 
over the , going and coming, for me and 
my son. Messrs. , of Chicago, have al- 
ready sent me passes, but of course I would 
rather continue to trade with St. Louis if 1 can 
do as well. Please answer immediately, and 
oblize yours respectfully, ; 

What does the St. Louis merchant do? Well, 
he has either to go and beg for the passes like 
a dog, or pay for them out of his own pocket. 
In this way it is eusy to be seen that if the pass 
business continues it will soon be necessary 
tor a wholesale house to offer to sell goods for 
cost, give passes on the railroads to customers 
and throw in a premium besides 
in order to get any trade. 
The pass business is probably wrong, but as 
long as it continues it is nanifestly unjust for 
the railroads to give passes to Chicago mer- 
chants and refuse them to St. Louis mer- 
chants. 

COMPLAINT NO. 2 
is that there is a constant and unjust discrimi- 
nation in freights made against St. Louis in 
the matter of freight charges. Here 
is the source of most of the 
unceasing wrangle that is going on here 
between the merchants and the freight lines. 
It is claimed inthe first place that St. Louis 
can never get a fair rate east as compared with 


Chicago, and sometime ago the Merchants’ 
Exchange of St. Louis appointed a committee 
to investigate the subject. They reported that 
there were some signs of relief in the distant 
future, and just now there is no 
great amount of complaint at 
this point. Freights east this summer 
have undoubtediy been low enough to suit the 
pleasure of any merchant, however prone to 
find fault. Butin his investigations this mora- 
ing the reporter discovered that there is a pe- 
culiar discrimination made against St. Louisin 
the shipment of goods from points east of here 
to points west and south of here. To illustrate, 
a prominent wholesale liquor house here 
receives a great many goods from Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

When the reporter called this morning they 
showed him by a bill of lading that the goods 
are sent by way of Cincinnati, instead of being 
sent directly to St. Louis. 

‘*Why is this?’’ asked the reporter. 

‘*Because it is cheaper.’’ 

‘*You mean to say it is cheaper to send the 
goods all the wav up to Cincinnati, and then to 
St. Louis, than from Louisville direct to St. 
Louis?’’ 

‘*Exactly.’’ 

‘*How do you account tor it?’’ 

‘*Well, Idon’t know. It is simply a facet that 
freights from Louisville here are cheaper 
by way of Cincinnati than they are directly 
through. But this is not the worst. Goods 
from Louisville can be shipped cheaper to 
Kansas Citv than they can be to this place. 
More than this, a smail retail dealer upin the 
State can get a better rate from Kentucky than 
he can from St. Louis, and thatis why a Ken- 
tucky man can come in and undersell us.’’ 

This looks very bac, and needs explanation ; 
which, however, the reporter is unable to give. 

A visit was made to another establishment 
that does a very large shipping business. It 
was learned here that goods canjbe shipped 
trom New York to Texas cheaper than they can 
be shipped from St. Louis to Texas. 

**{s 1t possible?’’ said the reporter. 

‘‘Yes, and it was once worse than 
it is now. The time has been 
when I could ship goods to New York 
and then ship them from there to Texas cheap- 
er than I could ship them trom S8t. Louis to 
Texas. The railroads seem tothink they will 

ct our business anyhow, and they are there- 

ore under no obligation to treat us with any 
consideration.’’ 

That this practice of unjust discrimination is 
extensively carried on is confirmed by nearly 
all the prominent houses of the city. 

COMPLAINT NO 3. 
is that some of the railroads here are very 
dilatory in the shipment of freight consigned to 
them. For instance a house receives an order 
for goods from some Illinois or Indiana town. 
The order isffilled, the goods sent down to the 
freight depot of some road and left there with 
orders tor immediate shipment. In afew days 
the house receives a letter saying the goods 
bave not arrived, and asking what is the mat- 
ter. It turns out upon investigation that the 
railroad has not shipped the goods. It is 
known that those roads ye ar East have 
on this side of the river where 
consignments, and it appears 
across the river to

on this point, a prominent merchant said this 


morning: 

‘*The raflroads seem bent on beating us in 
every way theycan. They want money im ad- 
vance for everythingthey do for you, but it 
pe ao anything for them, they never pay you 

f they can help it.’’

DNEASY PROPERTY OWNE 


An Interesting Case in Which i- 
zens of Carondelet ar bLed. 
Many years ago the they of Carondelet, 
under authority of law her common 
field lots to tenants Ag ars at a small 
rental per year. about nine or ten 
arpents was leg arlin ; he afterwards 
assigned his 6 Lewis. Lewis fell in 
arrears , but finally tendered to the 
city & be money, which they refused 
beg spastauc. The city ot Caronde- 
tempted to forfeit the Lewis lease, 
er the supposed forfeiture, took pos- 
Dn of the land, claiming to own it in fee 
sample. The property was then laid off into an 
addition, and many lots purchased by parties 
who have since built houses on them—in many 


cases good and valuable improvements. Inthe 
meantime, Lewis,believing that be was entitied 
tothe possession of the land, brought suit in 
ejectment before the city had sold, and the 
suit was pending against the city when the 
sale was made. Afterthe City of Carondelet 
was taken into the City of St. Louis and made 
a part thereot, the City of St. Louis was sub- 
stituted for Carondeiet and the suit went on. 
This suit was pending in the various courts tor 
more than nineteen years, and was recently 
decided by the Supreme Court of the State in 
favor of Lewis, the plaintiff, and a writ of pos- 
session is in the hands of the Sheriff now. 
Strange as it may eeem, not one of the parties 
who purchased ever knew or heard of such a 
suit. The first intimation they ever had that 
their title was questioned was when they were 
notified that a writ of possession was out 
against their property and that they 
were _ liable to be turned into 
the street bythe Sheriff. They bought their 
lots yeurs ago and built their houses and lived 
inthemin peace and quiet, not for a moment 
dreaming that anv possible danger could come 
to them from any courts of law. To say that 
they were startied when they found outtbe 
true condition of affairs is putting it mild. At 
ameeting of the parties interested they de- 
termined to see if they had any rights, and 
have retained the law firm of Bereman & Mua- 
son to look after their interests. There wre on 
the ground between thirty and fortv nouses, 
nearly all occupied by those who built them.

THE STRIKING COOPERS.

‘*‘Bohemian Frunk,’’ proprietor of a shop, 
corner of Thirteenth and Carroll streets, en- 
tered the hall and agreed to sign the contract 
on condition that certain workmen tormerly 
employed by him would return to their old 
places. Twomen whom he particularly de- 
sired to resume work in hisinstitution had po- 
sitions in another shop, and their consent to 
return to work was absolutely necessary before 
his agreementto the terms demanded. The 
coopers finally agreed to wait upon his men, 
and, if possible, inducethemto comply witn 
his request. 

The meeting was finally called to order, Mr. 
Coffey in the chair. 

A vote of thanks was tendered Mr. Lauff, of 
the St. Lawrence Hotel, 1235 Broadway, for 
kindness extended the coopers during their 
strike. 

A similar vote was unanimously passed for 
contributions received trom Belleville coopers. 

Acommittee of two was appointed to wuit 
upon the coopers now employed at the Belcher 
Sugar Refinery shops and request them to join 
the strike. Messrs. Lune and Hurscbman were 
appointed as such committee. 

Messrs. Clemens and Wurm were appointed 
as acommittee to visit the shop ot Harman 
Crouper, Eleventh street and Allen avenue, and 
consult the two coopers formerly employed by 
Mr. Mathusek, as to what they proposed doing 
inthe event that gentleman signed the cuon- 
tract. 

The tollowing telegram was read from Cnhes- 
ter, lll.: 

Coopers here have struck; keep all coopers 
away; bosses there to get men. 

Several speeches were made, after which the 
mecting adjourned.

An Italian Romance in America.

The Lovers of Verona in New Roles Be- 
fore Justice Morgan. 


How Edwardo Zola and Adelina Ochetti Loved 
and Parted. 


{From the New York Times. ] 

Quite a sensational case was taken before 
Justice Morgan in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, just as it was about to close yesterday 
afternoon. A beautiful Italian girl named 
Adelina Ochetti accused Edwardo Zola, an 
Italian wine importer, of having threatened 
to kill her unless she went to live with him. 
Her story was told with fear and trembling, 
and was as follows: She was born 
and reared in Turin.

a*° deep hatred between them. Then 
the engagement was ordered to 
be broken and the young lovers were forbid- 
dento ever meet again. Edwardo tried in 
every way toraise money by mortgaging his 
expectations, but his father, who desired him 
to make a name in the military affairs of Italy, 
defeated all his attempts. and aid ail in his 

ower to destroy the boy’s love for Adelina. 

ut Edwardo borrowed, and sold his jewels, 
and raised a small sum. With this he and 
Adelina fled from home, and came to New 
York four and a half years ago. 

They took three rooms at No. 144 East Fif- 
teenth street, and there started housekeeping 
in an humble scale, and lived happily. As 
time went on Edwardo found that the ex- 
penses of living were much greater in this 
country than he had counted on, and that the 
sum he bad was insufficient for his support. 
He looked about for employment, and se- 
cured a situation in the wine importing 
house of Mr. Guarra. He did well 
there for a while, but eventually his small 
fortune melted away, and he found himself in 
rather straitened circumstances on a small 
salarv. Adelina came tothe rescue, and of- 
fered her accomplishments in earning money. 
For a long time Edwardo refused to consent 
to this, but finally gave way, and Adelina se- 
cured a good situation inthe large millinery 
establishment of Russell & Musecowitz, now 
of Fifth avenue. Things went well fora time, 
until Edwardo lost his place at Guarra’s.

IN THE FAR EAST. 


An Elopement Which May End 
in War. 


A British Consul-General’s Daughter Runs 
Away With a Siamese Nobleman. 


A Demand, a Refusal and an Appeal 
to England. 


[From the New York Tribune. ] 

BANGKOK, SIAM, June 1.—There is a speck 
of war on the horizon just now—a threat of a 
disturbance of the harmonious relations be- 
tween Siam and England. The philosopher 
who averred that there was no event, great or 
small, in which lovely woman did not have a 
hand, would contemplate the war speck to 
which I have alluded with feelings of satis- 
faction. There is a woman in the case, and 
she is young and pretty. 

About thirty years ago there came to Siam a 
young officer of the English army. He had 
been for several years in: India, inthe service 
of the East India Company, and determined 
one day to seck his fortune in the land of the 
White Elephant, where he became drillmaster 
of the Royal troops, and was in favor with the 
old King and high officers of the Royal court. 
Through the influence of friends at home he

A buxom little German woman was throw- 
ing dice last night behind a beer counter in 
the saloon No. 28 Rivington street, and a 
number of customers were leaning over the 
bar watching the turn of the ivory cubes. All 
were laughing and talking. Suddenly a tall 
man, slimly built, walked in with a quick, 
neryous stride, and the inmates stopped to 
salute him. The new comer was a man of 
rather commanding presence, and of such 
unusual height as to render himself notice- 
able anywhere. He wore a long frock 
coatof black broadcloth, a white waistcoat 
and gray trousers, Jewels glittered in his 
shirt-front, and his collar was fastened with a 
gray neck-cloth that fell in graceful folds over 
his shirt-front. He wore, also, a low slouched 
hat of white felt, with a very broad brim, and 
carried a stout walking stick. He threw the 
hat and stick upon a table. As he:removed 
the former he revealeda head of peculiar 
shape, partially bald, and fringed with silvery 


gray hair. Astubble beard of some days’ 
growth covered his chin and lip. The stranger 
was Ferdinand Aibert Gustave Ruediger. 
He came to this country on May 7. 


He had no regular occupation, but shortly 
after his arrival engaged in an extensive cor- 
respondence with prominent officers in Wash- 
ington. He was in receipt of periodic remit- 
tances from Germany, with which he sup- 
ported himself. Some days ago a letter from 
Secretary Schurz was delivered at the 
ealoon for Ruediger, who read _ it, ® but 
kept the contents to himself. The frequgat- 
ers of the place, however, began to regard 
him with considerable interest and respect. 
This interest was increased recently by Rue- 
diger growing confidential one day and re- 
vealing some details of a rather remarkable 
history to an occasional visitor named Liling, 
who is a private detective. 

The latter was somewhat surprised when 


Ruediger informed him that he was a royal 
personage. ‘‘lamthe son of the present

King of Saxony,’* said the tail stranger, 
have just arrived from Germany, where I was 
confined seven years in an insane asylum. I 
was in that asylum because I dared to insist 
upon my title.’’ ILIling became interested at 
once, and at his request the 
royal stranger wrote in Ger- 
man a brief recital of his life. This docu- 
ment went on to say that Ruediger’s history 
had been kept a secret from him for twenty 
vears, but that he had at lastsolvedit. He 
had lived in Gotha five months at one time, 
and had corresponded wiih **Princess Amaitie 
Von Hohentobe-Schillingsfuerst,’’ and from 
her letters gathered interesting information 
The Princess isthe widow of the Prussian 
court painter ‘‘Lanchert,’’ with whom 
she lived as his wife, although no legal mar- 
riage ceremony was performed. tuediger 
claimed the widow us his sister. When he 
became inquisitive as to his birth, Ruediger 
was sent by his mother toarelative in Silesia 
and was confined immediately after his 
arrivalinthe insane asylum at Colditz, it 
being delicately hinted that he had better 
consider his own welfare and abandon

Knox to marry his daughter to an Englishe 
man; and whenever she manifested an inc!ina- 
tion to smile on a Siamese lover, the Consul- 
General of the Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland was obrerved to frown. About three 
months ago 
MISS FANNY 

determined to remain no longer single, and 
planted her affections on one Phra Peecha, 
an influential and distinguished nobleman of 
Siam, and a member of one of the highest 


families. As the paternal Knox refused thre 
paternal sanction, the daughter followed the 


custom of civilized lands and eloped with her 
lover, thereby causing much scandal in Siam 
and throughout the British colonies in the far 
East. Gossiping tongues wagged without 
ceasing, and the elopement was a fruitful 
topic of conversation in many a foreign house- 
hold for several weeks. To say that Her 
Majesty’s Consul-General was angry would 
only convey a faint idea of his state of mind; 
a bear with a sore head was a nursing lamb to 
him. The King and Council of State were 
likewise indignant, butina far less degree 
than the father, as they had no personal in- 
terest in the inatter. Four or five weeks after 
the elopement Phra Peecha was arrested by 
order of the King on a charge of high crimes 
and misdemeanors; he was tried by the Coun- 
cil of the State and found guilty. The penal- 
ty for his crime is death, and the convicted 
nobleman has been sentenced to be beheaded. 
The sentence has not yet been carried out, 
and there is a serious bitch in the affair. The 
runaway daughter of the British Cousui-Gen- 
eral is averse to-the execution of her 
Siamese husband, and interceded most ear- 
nestly with her father to stay the action of the 
law ofthe nd. Though harboring no love 
forthe man who eloped with his child, Mr. 
Knox is reluctant to have a case of capital 
punishment in the family in addition to the 
other complications, and therefore demanded 
the release of Phra Peecha. The Siamese 
Government refused; Knox then threatened 
them with a British gunboat, and not only 
threatened, but sent to Singapore for one. 
The gunboat Foxhound came, and then the 
demand was renewed. The King was firm as 
a rock, and notified the Consul-General that 
under no circumstances would the

be surrendered. Knox now threatened to 
bring the whole force of British ships in East- 
ern waters to bombard Bangkok and lay the 
King’s palace in ashes. The King has a 
goodly force of soldiers under arms at the 
palace, and there isa strong guard over the 
prison of Phra Peecha. The Siamese blood 
isup, andif the British marines from the 
Foxhound attempt to land -to rescue the hus- 
band of the Consul-General’s daughter, there 
willbe bloodshed. The gunboat lies in the 
tepid waters of the Meenam, and holds no 
communication with the shore other than 
with the British Consular office. The other 
consuls side with the King, and condemn the 
action of their English colleague; under the 
treaty he has no right whatever to interfere 
with the execution of Siamese law upon Siam- 
ese subjeets, and Phra Peechais a subject of 
the King, and has never intimated a desire to 
be anything else. 

The Government has not rested with a sim- 
ple refusal to release Phra Peecha and a de- 
termination to resist foreign interference in 
its local affairs. The King has sent his private 
secretary to England to lay the matter before 
the Foreign Office and to ask for the recall of 
Mr. Knox. All the correspondence will be 
handed to Lord Salisbury. and the secretary, 
who 1s an accomplished English scholar, has 
such a complete knowledge of the affair that 
he can enlighten bis Excellency on its most 
minute point. That the sovereign rights of 
Siam have been violated there can ve no 
doubt, and the action of Downing Street is 
anxiously awaited by all the foreign commu- 
nity of Bangkok.

Suit of the Empire vs. the Yaeger Milling Co. 
Compromised—Other Matters. 


The United states District and Circuit Courts 
met this morning at 10 o’clock,Judge Krekel on 
the bench. It was expectee that a lively argu- 
ment would be held over the application of the 
Empire Milling Company against the Yaeger Mil- 
ling Company,ot whichJohn Crangie'and Henry 
C, Yaeger are managers. In the petition for 
the injunction the plaintiff stated that it was 
the soleownerand patentee of a certain 
brand or trade-mark, known as 
‘*Parole D’Honneur’’ brand, a superior brand 
of flour. It was patented September 24, 1872. 
The flour thus branded was commonly known 
to the trade as ‘‘Parole Brand.’’ The Empire 
Milling Company alleged in its petition that 
the Yaeger Milling Company imitated this 
trade-mark and sold inferior flour thus brand- 
ed, which resulted greatly totheir injury. An 
injunction was therefore prayed for. Ac- 
cordingly this morning, at the opening 
of the court, the attorneys on either side were 
present ready to begin the legal fight, but at 
the last moment a compromise was effected and 
the suit dismissed.
